Hundreds of dollars have been lost 
this year by the farm ers of Adams 
county through the ravages 
of the 
Angoumois grain 
moth, commonly 
called “The Butterfly”, according 
to 
reports th at have come into the of­ 
fice of the Farm Bureau here. There 
have been inquiries each year as to 
how to combat th is pest, but the in­ 
dications are th a t the moth has in­ 
creased in numbers and is covering 
more territory. 
It is claimed by Professor H . D. 
Hodgkins, extension entomologist of 
the Pennsylvania State College, th a t 
the general epidemic of great num ­ 
bers of all kinds of insects this sea­ 
son is due largely to the mild w inter 
experienced throughout this section 
last year. 
The Angoumois moth is 
only one of m any which are found 
especially plentiful. 
Many farm ers arc threshing their 
present wheat crop and immediately 
taking it to m arket to avoid heavier 
losses. 
The insect does practically 
as much damage after the grain is 
placed in the bin as it does before 
threshing, unless the proper control 
measures are exercised. 
It is easily possible to completely 
control this moth and keep grain in 
storage indefinitely 
without fu rth er 
loss. 
The cost for material used is 
about 25 cents per hundred bushels. 
The treatm ent consists of applying 
one pint of 
carbon bi-sulphide 
to 
{•very one hundred bushels, after the 
wheat is threshed and placed in tight 
bins. 
The bins should then bo cov­ 
ered with bags or blankets for at 
least twenty four hours. 
Assistance in making application of 
carbon 
bi-sulphide can he had 
by- 
applying at the farm bureau office. 
The material used can be secured at 
almost any drug store. 
In most cas­ 
es it can tie purchased for about 
2 0 
cents per pound. 
Care should be taken after using 
carbon* bi-sulphide that fire is kept 
away from the bins being treated, a g ­ 
riculture men say, as the fumes are 
highly inflammable. 
This m anner 
)»f exterm inating the moth, however, 
has been thoroughly tried and found 
to be successful. 
The fumes of the 
carbon bi-sulphide, which are heavier 
than air, gradually work their way 
from the top of a bin of grain until 
they reach the bottom. 
Because of 
this fact there is also less danger of 
the fumes becoming ignited.

T his w as the 
keynote struck by 
M iss Gordon in her address on “ The 
E xpanding o f Our N ew C ru sad e.” 
“W e are not discharged from our 
peaceful anti-alcohol w arfare o f t \ 
past four decades,” M iss Gordon to'.d 
d elegates representing 
COO,OOO W . 
C . T . U . m em bers. 
W e cannot lay 
down our arm s. 
“Much territory rem ains to be p o s­ 
sessed for our foundation principles 
o f total abstinence and prohibition, i 
“W e thank God for the eighteenth 
am endm ent that legally breaks down 
the bulw arks o f our enem y. 
B ut 
today he fights in the open. 
H e is 
very much alive as a law breaker and 
a beer b olsh evist. 
He would like to 
m ake the W . C . T . U . believe that 
its w arfare a g a in st alcohol is accom ­ 
plished and that 
law enforcem ent 
need not be our great objective. 
“Our ch ief danger lies in the ap ­ 
athy and indifference of m any good 
people w ho aided in securing the law . 
An unescapable obligation, 
M iss 
Gordon declared, 
rests upon every 
law abiding citizen bravely to co-op­ 
erate w ith federal and state enforce­ 
m ent officials and to work for the 
election regardless of party affiliation 
o f candidates who believe in prohi­ 
bition and its enforcem ent. 
“T oday,” she added, the 
United 
S tates is a 
vast unified laboratory 
w here the findings and declarations 
o f em inent European and Am erican 
scien tists, 
econom ists 
ami soliolog- 
ists concerning the dangers o f alco­ 
holic drink and the benefits o f prohi­ 
bition are being successfully tested . 
“ A ll the world is looking on,” M iss 
Gordon said, "and w ill judge prohi­ 
bition by the brand that is labeled 
‘Made in A m erica .’ To enlighten the 
fam ily o f nations w e m ust help hold 
aloft the brightly burning torch of a 
w ell enforced, successful prohibitory 
law. 
W e m ust still crusade. 
We 
m ust still dare. 
Comrades, we m ust 
‘carry o n .’ ” 
R eporting 
on her 
recent trip 
to 
South 
Am erica. 
M iss Gordon said 
that prohibition w as a live issue in 
Chile, 
A rgentina, .B razil, P a ragu ay 
and U ruguay and that the presidents 
of Chile and U ruguay w ere enlisted 
in the prohibition m ovem ent.

“When I w as young all the good 
old fashioned name* were In evidence 
everywhere. 
The woods w ere full of 
E lizabeths and D orcases and M atil­ 
das. 
The women who had such names 
were proud o f them, and never mon­ 
keyed with them. 
Had they done so. 
they’d have been cast lute outer dark­ 
ness by polite society. 
Just today I 
w as glancing over the new spaper and 
saw som e mention of a woman who 
calls herself Elyzabeth. Now, I wonder 
what that ‘y ’ is doing there. 
Sane 
people don’t spell Elizabeth with a ‘y,’ 
mid in the grand old days the people 
wouldn’t have stood for such an In-, 
novation. 
B ut In the** n odern tim es 
all the institutions of our fathers and ' 
mothers are being overturned, and if i 
a girl is so fortunate as to receive a 
stately nam e at her christening, she 
devotee the best years of her life to 
overhauling it, so it w ill look like 
som ething escaped from a feeble-m ind­ 
ed institution.
